Tho Era of Assassin 

Wo had @ rumor In (own yesterday that 
Gon. Gnaxr had been assassinated. The 
only noteworthy feature of tho caso was that 
nobody deemed It impossible, or oven unllke- 
ly, While overy one auddered at the terrible 
consequences of such an occurrence, no one 
could feel that It was not quilo as likely to 
happen as many things which havo happened 
already. 

Wo beg the government at Washington to 
underatand—what the nation knows and pro- 
foundly feele—that we have fallen upon tho 
Ena ov Assassination. We have reached, in 
the cause of our terrible civil war, that stage 
which marks every such period, when 
fierce fanatios in tho conquered ranks feel jus- 
tified in retrieving or rovenging tho ruln of 
thelr cause by acoret murders. It is well 
catablished that the assassination of Pres 
dent Lixcoux was not the eudden act of an 
Isolated madman ; ft was deliberately planned, 
carofully arranged and most skillfully exe- 
culed. Wo bavg the officlat axsurancg 
of tho Secretary of War that it was 
planoed in Canada and approved at Rich- 
mond. Evidence ts not wanting to make 
Walmost certain it grew out of a gigantlo 
conaplracy, embracing hundreds of porsons 
in ite acopo, having plenty of money to ad- 
vanco their object, and alming, deliberately 
and upon calculation, at nothing less than the 
murder of all the leading members of tho 
Executive Government, and the consequent 
pluoging of tho country {ato political anareby. 
The work planned by that conspiracy is os 
yet but half performed ; and what reason 
have we for assuming that ite final and full 
coipletion has been abandoned ? 

Seorolary Sxwann has eaid, since the great 
catastrophe, that he considered himself aod 
the whole government os having been crimt- 
nal ina very high degreo for not taking et- 
feclual measures for the prescrvation of Afr. 
Lixcoxs’s life, Thoy will be doubly criminal 
If, afler thie terrible warning thoy havo had, 
they fall to protect tho if of Axonew Jony- 
son. The chances of his assassination are 
far greater than were those of Mr. Lixcoun’s 
mardor two weeks ago. Tho conspira- 
lors have had a taste of blood. 
Trey have scen one of thelr designated 
victims fall. If they stop here tholr 
Whole scheme reacts. The govornmont
